The  Fifth  Annual  Nodaway 
Valley  College  Speech  and  De¬ 
bate  Tournament  will  be  held 
at  Northwest  Missouri  State  on 
December  14  and  15.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Mr.  George  Hinshaw, 
debate  coach,  the  college  has 
invited  some  .50  colleges  and 
universities  to  participate  in 
this  event. 

The  debates  will  be  held  all 
day  the  14  and  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  on  the  15.  The  other  events 
(extemporaneous  speaking  and 
extemporaneous  reading)  will 
be  held  at  the  same  time.  De¬ 
bate  vvill  consist  of  four  rounds 
in  both  Junior  and  Senior 
divisions.  There  will  bo  two 
rounds  in  the  otlicr  two  events. 

[  The  debate  question  will  be, 
“Tlie  non-Communist  nation  of 
the  world  should  establish  an 
economic  community.”  Inter¬ 
pretative  reading  will  consist 
of  either  poetry  or  prose.  The 
topics  for  extemporaneous 
reading  will  be  from  the  area 
of  current  events  from  Octob¬ 
er  of  1962.  Certificates  will  be 
awarded  for  Superior  and  Ex¬ 
cellent  ratings. 

There  will  be  a  luncheon  at 
1  which  President  Jones  will 
speak,  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
I  fifteenth  at  which  the  results 
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of  the  tournament  will  be 
made  known. 

This  is  the  fifth  year  of  the 
tournament.’  Last  year  over 
fifty  debaters  from  eight  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  partici¬ 
pated.  Northwest  Missouri 
State  has  been  in  several  de 
bates  this  year,  including  Em¬ 
poria  Slate  College  and  Mis 
souri  University;  they  wilt  at¬ 
tend  other  tourneys  at  Kirks 
villc  and  Wayne  in  December

There’s  music  in  the  air,  and 
it’s  coming  from  the  campus 
radio  station  KDLX  (560  on 
your  dial),  featuring  the  music 
to  study  by.  Broadcasting  is 
from  7  p.m.  to  12  midnight 
from  Sunday  through  Thurs¬ 
day.  Popular  music  is  played 
from  7  till  9,  and  mellow  popu¬ 
lar  and  light  classical  is  play¬ 
ed  from  9  till  12. 

KDLX  began  its  operations 
in  1960  and  at  this  time  first 


broadcast  through  the  men’s 
dorms  by  means  of  a  ground 
cable.  In  the  spring  of  1962, 
broadcasting  was  extended  to 
the  girls’  dorms  by  a  telephone 
line  which  the  station  leases. 

Located  on  the  second  floor 
of  Colbert  Hall  are  the  main 
transmitter  and  the  power  sup¬ 
ply.  Operations  are  suspended 
at  present  for  minor  repairs 
so  that  the  station  can  make 
arangements  to  provide  the

hiaximum  in  listening  pleas¬ 
ure  for  its  audience,  accoi'ding 
to  Gary  Mathews,  station 
manager.  Changes  include  the 
building  of  a  new  radio  con¬ 
sole  by  Dennis  Mathis  and  the 
remodeling  of  the  radio  room. 

When  broadcasting  begins 
again  November  25th,  KDLX 
will  be  available  in  all  dorms 
on  campus.  Campus  sports 
will  be  included  in  the  offer¬ 
ings;  there  will  be  a  sports 
show  every  night.  Campus 
news  will  be  featured  every 
hour.  Anyone  who  wishes  to 
submit  news  should  do  so  two 
days  before  the  desired  broad¬ 
casting  day.  News  may  be 
sent  lo  the  KDLX  mailbox  213 
Hawkins  Hall. 

Operated  entirely  by  college 
students,  KDLX  has  the  fol¬ 
lowing  staff  members:  Gary 
Mathews,  manager;  Pat  Mur¬ 
phy,  assistant  manager;  Den¬ 
nis  Mathis,  head  engineer;  and 
Richard  T.  Smith,  assistant 
engineer;  and  additional  disc 
jockeys.  A  faculty  sponsor  is 
to  be  named  soon. 

Each  D  J  has  his  own  show 
which  he  programs  himself 
and  which  is  heard  one  hour 
at  night  on  two  nights  a  week.

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Management  Class  Polls  Students 


The  Personnel  Management 
class  in  the  Business  Depart¬ 
ment  recently  surveyed  100 
students  according  to  a  ran¬ 
dom  sample.  The  purpose  of 
this  survey  was  to  determine 
objectively  the  students’  atti¬ 
tudes  concerning  various  char¬ 
acteristics  of  NWMS  college. 

Students  interviewed  repre¬ 
sented  each  grade  and  various 
fields  of  studies. 

The  interview  indicated  that 
even  though  our  school  is  less 
expensive  than  other  schools, 
it  is  comparable  to  them  in 
educational  value.  For  in¬ 
stance,  students  who  were 
questioned  in  the  survey  be¬ 
lieved  that  the  library  is  ade¬ 
quate  for  a  majority  of  the 
students’  needs. 

Furthermore,  almost  all 
students  agreed  that  we  have 
a  very  attractive  campus,  and 
that  the  facilities  available  on 
campus  are  worth  the  money 
paid  for  tliem. 

Students  interviewed  felt  that 
the  college  personnel,  such  as 
teachers,  deans,  etc.,  cooper¬ 
ate  with  tlie  students  and  aid 
them  in  every  way  they  can. 

It  is  also  believed  that  most 
teachers  on  campus  use  a 
fair  grading  system  and  evalu¬ 
ation  of  standards  in  tlieir 
classes. 


A  majority  of  the  students 
expressed  the  opinion  that 
student  employment  is  easy  to 
attain  and  that  the  work  is 
not  objectional. 

The  survey  indicated  that 
tliere  are  many  extra-curricu¬ 
lar  activities  offered  to  the 
students.  The  students  ques¬ 
tioned  believed  that  fraterni¬ 
ties,  sororities  and  otlier  or- 
ganizatoins  are  assets  to  cam¬ 
pus  life,  but  that  many  stud¬ 
ents  fail  to  participate  in  these 
activities. 

Students  polled  felt  that 
there  are  not  enough  social 
activities  on  campus  during  the 
week-ends.  Moreover,  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  those  interviewed  be¬ 
lieved  that  the  town  does  not 
have  sufficient  recreation  fac¬ 
ilities  as  compared  with  other 
small  college  towns. 

The  sample  brought  out  the 
opinion  that  the  school  spirit 
in  aUiletic  programs  is  lack¬ 
ing  and  that  the  athletes  do 
not  train  tliemselves  adequate¬ 
ly- 

In  concluding,  the  suiwey 
revealed  tliat  tlie  boys  have 
more  school  spirit  than  the 
girls,  and  the  underclassmen 
more  than  upperclassmen.
